Heidelberg United, Parramatta Eagles and 
Melbourne BSC were yesterday (Monday) 
unceremoniously dumped from next season’s 


National Soccer League, 


Newcastle Breakers and Canberra Cosmos will 
replace the trio to form a 12-team League as opposed 


to last season’s 13 teams. 


The Australian Soccer Federation’s fast-moving 
chairman David Hill announced these sensational 
changes for the 1995/96 at a hastily arranged media 
conference at the ASF’s new headquarters in the 


Sydney Football Stadium, 


The repercussions have already started with at 
least one of the three axed clubs expected to take 


legal action against the ASF. 


Many Australian soccer observers believe these 
drastic decisions _ although expected _ may prove to 
be the death knell of the National League 

Next season’s 12 clubs will play three rounds 
which equates 3 League matches. 

The extra nine rounds, although intended to 
engineer additional revenue for the clubs, could in 
fact generate increased losses especially if there will 


be many midweek matches. 


Parramatta’s axing, on the surface, appears to be 
particularly harsh considering their financial 
position received maximum points from the ASF 
whereas a rival club received zero points in the same 
category and still survived the guillotine. 

There will be many soccer people questioning the 
wisdom of the ASF’s drastic measures. 

Changes needed to be made to prolong the 
viability of the National League. But is this the

Awesome first half clinches series 


Australia kicks-off in scintillating form

sensational opening 
fAhalf which featured 
some of Australia’s most 
outstanding attacking 
soccer in recent history 
was the foundation for the 
Socceroos’ 1-0 win in the 
second international 
against Ghana at the 
Hindmarsh Stadium last

Australia took an 
unbeatable 2-0 lead in the 
three match series courtesy 
of a 20th minute goal by 
Sheffield United striker Carl 
Veart who got the final touch 
‘on a mesmerising passage of 
play instigated by first-game 
captain Aurelio Vidmar. 

Stan Lazaridis was the 
recipient of a Vidmar pass 
and, after taking on two 
Ghana defenders, crossed the 
ball to John Markovski who 
provided a cheeky back flick 
for Veart who tucked the ball 
past goalkeeper Simon Addo 
trom close range, 

Although the scoreline 
was slim, the Socceroos 
dominated most of the match 


but again failed to take 
advantage of their chances. 

However the opening 
passages of play were good 
enough for Vidmar to 
admit it was some of the 
best soccer he had been 
part of in the green and 
gold. 

“Tn the first half there was 
4 lot more movement and 
when you play simply and 
move around, it’s easy to 
create chances,” Vidmar 
said, 

Australia fell away in the 
second half and the contest 
was more even with Ghana 
striker Abaldi Kuma looking 
ominous after a first haif in 
which both chances for 
Ghana fell to him. 

After the break, 
Australia’s best chance fell 
to substitute Tony Popovic 
who had an 18-metre blast 
deflected away by a 
desperate dive from 
Ghanaian defender Stephen 
Baidoo. 

Socceroo coach Eddie 
Thomson said it was a 
tactical move to play safer in 
the second haif because he 
was aware many of his 


players, including Veart, 
Vidmar and their Australian- 
based team-mates, had not 
played for such a Jong time. 

“At half-time I said to the 
guys, we're up 1-0 and it’s a 
quality side we're against so 
we've got to treat it like a 
World Cup game and win it,” 
Thomson said. 

“We did okay in the first 
half but most of the guys 
haven't had a match in five 
or six weeks and it really 
Showed in the second half.” 

With Ghana peppering the 
goal late in the match, 
Thomson conceded he was 
concerned and paid tribute 
to the solid defence led by 
Milan Ivanovic and 
supported well by Zeljko 
Kalac in goal who tured a 
wicked shot by Kuma onto 
the crossbar in the first half 
and made numerous other 
saves during the match, 

Just as Australia’s defence 
performed, so too did 
Ghana’s under — the 
inspiration of captain Joe 
Addo who soaked up most of 
the pressure the Australians 
threw at the visitors on a 
bitterly cold but calm 
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Adelaide night. 

Ghana coach Ismael Kurtz 
said he was happier with his 
side’s form than he was in 
the first match. 

“Tt was a better game than 
the one in Sydney and with 
Australian players changing, 
they had a better team than 
the one in Sydney,” Kurtz 
said.

And if the above reads like 
conceited ravings, just reflect 
that at the ripe old age of 23 
Albertini has already won three 
Talian championship medals and 
a Champions Cup medal, as well 
as losers’ medals in a World Cup 
final and two Champions Cup 
finals. 

Beneath that youthful exterior 
lurks a tough, resilient and 
intelligent midfielder whose 
ability to look after himself and 
his strikers has made him an 
automatic selection for both 
Fabio Capello at Milan and Italy 


coach Arrigo Sacchi. 

He made the point about 
being among the ‘senators’ in the 
Italian team in March on the eve 
of Italy’s 4-1 home win against 
Estonia when he told reporters: 
“['ll be the vice-captain for this 
game because, apart from 
Maldini, nobody else in the side 
‘has more caps than me, with 25.” 

Albertini’s professional career 
began with Milan in January 
1989 when, as a 17-year-old, he 
went on for Dutchman Ruud 
Gullit towards the end of an easy 
4-0 home League win against 
Como. Albertini had to wait 
another two seasons and spend 
an apprenticeship period with 
then Second Division Padova 
before making the break into the 
first team in the 1991-92 season, 
when Milan were first coached 
by Capello. 

Since then Albertini has been 
an automatic choice: “It’s true, 
I’ve been in the side for four 
years without a break and that 
despite the fact that 1 score few 
goals, hardly ever beat a man and 
never try a backheel, How have I 
managed it? By playing to my 
strengths, which are based on the 
quantity of my game.” 

That successful first full season 
with Milan also saw Albertini’s 
international career launched. 
Such Was his influence on the 
championship-winning Milan 
side that by December of 1991, 
Astigo Sacchi had called him into 
the side for a 2-0 European 
Championship win against 
Cyprus in Foggia.

On the contrary, he argues, he 
is more than aware of it. 

His close, typically Italian 
links to his family help keep his 
feet on the ground. 

One of three brothers, 
Albertini was brought up in a 
modest apartment in the little 
town of Villa Raverio, not far 
from Milan, where his father 
Giuseppe worked as a bricklayer 
and plasterer. 

The famous son has no 
hesitation in acknowledging his 
family’s role in his professional 
success, saying: “My family have 
helped me greatly to deal with 
this type of life — even if I’ve 
always been a bit of a cold fish, 
otherwise how could I have 
taken (and scored) a penalty kick 
ina World Cup Final?” 


years ago, a Nigerian magazine 
sked Nwankwo Kanu what his 


ultimate ambition was. “To be the best - 


player in the world,” was the reply of 
a boy who was then the most exciting 
youngster on the local scene. 

Ajax Amsterdam gave Kanu the 
opportunity to realise his dreams a few 
months later, when they drafted him into 
their youth team. He had been spotted on 
a training tour of Holland with the 
Nigerian Under 17 team in April 1993, 

Kanu had first been discovered on the 
dusty streets of Owerri a year earlier by 
Nigeria’s [wuanyanwu Nationale. He 
joined the youth team, but a few months 
later the senior side went through a lean 
spell and the 16-year-old was drafted in 
to lead the attack from the right side of 
midfield, 

Kanu seized his opportunity and his 
goals helped Nationale win the Nigerian 
league, The team named the teenager 
Player of the Year. 

Nationale had planned that Kanu 
would lead their attack in the African 
Champions Cup the next season, but 
Kanu had other ideas, and he left for 
Ajax.

OD Overdid the Gunpower. Of 

all the headlines about Juan 

Eduardo Esnaider, that's the 
one that’s stuck in people's mind. 

Critics would argue about gun-power 
being part of the human makeup, but 
the description seemed appropriate for a 
footballer long on explosive and short 
on blue touchpaper. 

Real Zaragoza striker Esnaider has the 
worst disciplinary record in the Spanish 
kage — which is saying something — 

the Cup-winners Cup semi-final at 
Stamford Bridge illustrated his charac- 
ter. 
He responded to an offside flag by 
booting the ball furiously into Kevin 
Hitchcock's net and, realising what he’d 
done, turned to the referee with his 
hands clasped ther in front of his 
nose bergiik me official not to 
show him the yellow card which 
would have ruled him out of 
the Paris final. He produced 
indifferent form in a match 
where his priority was to 
control his temper. - 

“I am not a dirty 
player,” he insists. 
“But I am a marked 
man. Referees are 
looking for me all the 
time. A few matches ago I 
was shown a yellow card 
for protesting and the 
Appeals Committee later 
wiped it off my record. I don’t 
get cards for kicking people. I get them 
for rebelling against injustice.” 

A week after the expunged caution, he 
earned his third suspension of the 
League season by holding his head in 
his hands as a mark of disagreement 
with another decision. He has yet to 
accept that Spanish referees abhor the 
theatrical gestures designed to turn 
crowds against officials. 

“Thave tried to help him curb his reac- 
tions,” says the Zaragoza boss Victor 
Fernandez. “But it’s one thing taking 
quietly to a man in the dressing-room 
and another thing to control that man’s 
reactions when his pulserate is around 
200.” 

Esnaider’s reputation was not helped 
by a six-month suspended sentence he 
was given for a bar-room punch-up 
while he was enjoying an evening off 
during last summer's pre-season train- 


ng camp.

When Terry Venables 
paid $1million to take him to 
Barcelona a few days before 
their European Cup final 
defeat against Steaua 
Bucharest in 1986, he faced 
another tricky task — 
winning over fans at Nou 
Camp who idiolised his 
predecessor, Javier 
Urruticoechea. This intruder 
from the Basque country 
Promptly went 10 games 
without conceding a goal and 
ended up winning a cupboard 
full of trophies in eight 
magnificent seasons, 


On January 23, 1985, 
Zubizarreta replaced Luis 
Arconada at half-time in 
Spain’s 3-1 win over Finland 
in Alicante.

last Wednesday, beating Gremio 1-0 in 

a grudge match which saw cight 
players booked, two sent off and 2 six- 
minute interruption after a fan ran onto the 
pitch and aimed a punch at the referee. 

Corinthians’ 1-6 away win in the finai 
second leg gave them a 3- 
Lageregate victory in the 
tie over a Gremio team 
ibbed by many as the 
villains of the 
competition. 

Gremio striker Pauio 
Nunes and Corinthians 
full-back Silvinho were 
dismissed after clashing 


in the 75th minute. 

Almost immediately, a fam ran onte the 
pitch and attempted to pumch the referee. He 
was dragged off by riot police but dozens of 
police, security mea and radio reporters ran 
onto the field at the same time, holding up 
play for six minutes. 

“He kicked me and I kicked him back. The 
sending-off was fair,” said Paulo Nunes. 

Marcelinho Carioca had rounded off a 
Corinthians counter-attack to score the only 
goal eight minutes eariier. 

Gremio had been hugely criticised 
throughout the competition for their rugged 
style of play, which critics say goes against 
everything Brazilian soccer — normally

admired for its artistry and skill — 
represents. 

Their team had three players sent off in 
one game in an earlier round, while coach 
Luis Felipe Scolari was banned from the 
touchline after punching a rival coach 
during a previous game. 

Wednesday’s match had been preceded by 
a war of words fellowing last week’s 
explosive first leg, which saw 62 fouls and 
Gremio midfielder Wagner Mancini sent 
off. 

Bad feeling was always ancomfortably 
close to the surface with frequent fouls and 
arguments between players marring one of 
the showpieces of Brazilian soccer. 

The Brazil Cup is a mationwide knockout 
competition played between the winners of 
the previous year’s state championships. 

Corinthians’ win, their first major title 
since 1990, qualifies them for next year’s 
South American Libertadores Cup.

Micky Brock: You were 
the reserve team 
goalkeeper during the 
heady “double days” at 
Highbury. It must have 
been a high point in your 
career to be around so 
many great players? 

Ron Tilsed: Well it was a 
buzz, I mean not only a buzz 
to be there but to be 
associated with a club like 
Arsenal and to walk into the 
dressing room with players 
there like Bob Wilson, Peter 
Marinello (who became a 
lifelong friend and the 
Gunners first 100,000 pound 
signing and was supposed to 
be the next Georgie Best 
when signed from 
Hibernian), Peter Storey, 
George “the Stroller” 
Graham. They all became 
“mates” and it was just 
incredible to be associated 
with people like that. It was, 
like Disney World coming 
Tue to a lad like me. 

MB: You mention 
George Graham which is 
still a topical subject at 
present but on/off the 
pitch was reputed to be a 
bit of a larrakin but then 
became one of the strictest 
managers in the game? 

RT: Just incredible, the 
transition really and not one 
of the people you would 
have expected it of.

he came on (he was usually 
the sub) with his fleeting runs 
down the right wing, it was 
just magical but he couldn’t 
Bel a start because Georgie 
Was so consistent. I was lucky 
enough to be the reserve 
team goalkeeper bur the 
players coming through at 
that time, Liam Brady, David 
Donaldson, Frankie 
Stapleton, Brian Hornsby, 


Brendan Bateson and of . 


course players coming back 
from injury like Bob McNab 
and Peter Simpson, our team 
was just phenominal. We 
played Leicester City on a 
Friday night and beat them 6- 
0 and they had almost a full 
team out in the reserves but 
this just shows how good we 
were at that time and the 
depth of players that Arsenal 
had. We managed to win the 
football Combination in 
1971/72 and most of those 
players went on to become 
first team regulars either at 
Arsenal or with other clubs in 
their own right. 

MB: Every club has the 
“joker” and the quiet 
players who were they in 
that line-up? 

RT: The joker all the time 
was Charlie George. I’ve 
never seen a player with so 
much ability, he’d make you 
cry. He could do anything he 
wanted to. I remember we 
used to go to the indeor 
stadium before a big match 
and on a Monday morning 
for a five-a-side and he’d take 
Alan Ball aside and talk about 
the game on Saturday and 
Charlie would just be messing 
around but he could do 
anything he put his mind 
to...but he had to want to do 
itt 

He could hit a bal! 30/40 
yards without blinking an eye 
and hit a player on the back 
of the head almost at will, he 
had such incredible ability. 


He was a little bit lazy really 
and only did it when he felt 
like it but he was a 
“superstar” in every sense of 
the word. 

The quiet ones or those 
who never said a word... 
Peter Storey, you never quite 
knew he was there. After a 
game it was head down and 
never said two words but on 
the park it was totally 
different. If you gave him a 
job to do he'd do it and 
control the whole of the 
midfield into the bargain. 

MB; Bertie Mee always 
came across as the 
“traditional” type of 
Arsenal manager, what was 
he like? 

RT: Arsenal were fed by a 
very shrewd manager in 
Bertie Mee but he didn’t have 
to do too much with so many 
gifted players on the park on 
a Saturday afternoon. I read 
that someone in the UK just 
payed $19m for a “superstar”, 
T hate to think what Bertie’s 
“double winning” team would 
be worth today. 

We had two great strikers 
up front in Radford and 
Kennedy, supported by 
Armstrong and when the 
chips were down you could 
guarantee that one of them 
would score and the rest of 
the team would then do their 
bit. I must add that it’s a great 
shame to see Ray Kennedy in 
his present condition as he 
was a truly gifted player and 
the medals he won with 
Arsenal and Liverpool would 
testify to. However, Bertie 
did used to be a “tracksuit” 
Manager but was rather aloof 
and didn’t have a lot to do 
with players but my coach at 
that time was Steve 
Burtenshaw because Don 
Howe was more with the first 
team. Steve was the 
mastermind, the tactiction 
and we just used to go out 


age of 16 which was a real 
buzz too. 

MB: You had a hell of an 
act to follow at Highbury 
with Bob Wilson and Geoff 
Barnett ahead of you, not 
much of a chance of first 
team football? 

RT: True, there was no 
chance of getting into the first 
team with those two there 
and Peter Marinello and I 
were bought by Portsmouth. I 
broke my arm there and got a 
bit disillusioned with the 
game and played in Sth Africa 
for a few years and then 
became the first “overseas” 
player bought for the 
commencement of the new 
Phillips NSL League here in 
Australia in 1977. But I've 
had a great career, travelled 
the world, met some 
wonderful people but now 
I've settled here and I’m an 
“Aussie citizen” (certificate 
displayed proudly on the wall) 
and I've come to a great city 
and a great country but 
without football I would 
never have done all of this, 
No regrets whatsoever.

It must have been 
a manager’s delight to have 
these players under him. 

MB: What about your

RT: That has to go down 
as one of the highlights of my 
career and I suppose a lot of 
people were a _ bit 
disappointed that I never 
teally kicked-on to become a 
superstar in the game like my 
old room-mate from back 
then, Trevor Francis.

Ipswich Town: Demanding success 


pswich Town FC were 

focied in October 1878, 
In 1888 the club moved to 
Portman Road, remaining 
amateur during this time. 

In the 1920s there were 
Suggestions of a new 
professional club being set 
up, Ipswich United. In 1936 
Town turned professional, 
the reserye team remaining 
amateur. 

At this time Ipswich was 
the largest English town not 
to have had a professional 
football side. Two years later 
Town were elected to 
replace Gillingham in the 
Football League’s Division 
Three South. 

Their first season, 
1938/39, saw Town finish 
seventh, but after only one 
league season WWIL 
interrupted Ipswich’s 
progress. The club was 
closed down during the war. 
In 1946/47 saw Ipswich again

finish out of a promotion 
place, this time finishing 
sixth. The next season the 
side came fourth, and they 
temained in Division Three 
South until 1954. 

The 1953/54 season saw 
Ipswich win their first title. It 
also meant promotion to 
Division Two. They lasted 
only one season, finishing 


second last. In 1955/56 
Ipswich came third scoring 
106 goals, the most they 
have scored as a team in any 
one season. The following 
year they took out Division 
Three South on goal 
difference. They won 2-0 
away at Southampton on the 
last day to take the title. That 
season Ted Phillips scored 46 


goals, 41 in the league, for 
Town, 

In 1961 Ipswich won 
Division Two by a point and 
so entered Division One for 
the first time. The following 
year Ipswich won Division 
One on the first attempt. It 
was a remarkable 
achievement as they had 
only played 17 seasons of 
league football. 

Two seasons later Ipswich 
finished last and were 
relegated. They started well 
in division Two, defeating 
Plymouth 7-0 in November 
1964. They were to repeat 
this scoreline in 1974 and 
1976 against Southampton 
and WBA respectively. In 
1968 Ipswich again won 
Division Two, this time by a 
point over both QPR and 
Blackpool, In 1973 Town 
finished a credible fourth in 
Division One, In 1975 they 
came third, just two points 


off the top. In the FA Cup HONOURS: 


that season 38,010 people at 
Portman Road saw Ipswich 
play Leeds: Ipswich 
progressed to the semi’s of 
that competition where they 
lost to West Ham United. 

From 1968 to 1982 Bobby 
Robson was manager of 
Ipswich during which time 
they never left Division One. 
In the 1977/78 FA Cup final 
Tpswich upset Arsenal to 
take out their first FA Cup. 
In the League cup the 
furthest the team has got is a 
semi-final appearance in 
1981/82, This was a year 
after Ipswich’s greatest 
triumph. 

The 1980/81 UEFA Cup 
saw Victories over Aris 
Salonika, Bohemians, Nidzen 
Lodz, St Ettiene, Cologne, 
and finally over AZ67 
Alkmaar. The two-legged 
final saw Ipswich win 3-0 in 
the first leg and lose 2-4 in 


the second, therefore 
winning the UEFA Cup 5-4 
on aggregate. The club 
played in eight UEFA Cup 
campaigns between 1973 and 
1983, The also played in the 
European Cup Winners’ Cup 
in 1978/79, 

In 1983 Ipswich lost 1-10 
to Fulham in Division One, 
their greatest ever defeat. 
Tpswich were relegated after 
coming third last by a point 
in 1986, In 1991/92 they won 
Division Two by four points 
and so became founder 
members of the new Premier 
League. The 1992/93 season 
saw quarter-final
